Sprinkling, car-washing and other outdoor use of water is permitted from 12:01 8.ni. to 9 
a.in. and from 9 p.m. to mid- 
night on alternate days. Even- 
numbered houses may use 
water on even-nUrabered days 
and odd-numbered houses on 
odd-numbered days. The reg- 
ulfttton includes Sundt^s.

It was pointed out that u.ider 
existing conditions the control of 
a' serious fire would be impossible.

Alcoholism Is 
Galled Threat 

BOISE, June It (UJO— The tint 
statewide aympDslum on alcOhOlUm 
was over today with one major point 
cmphailKd and reemphaslsed: Al- 
coholism is a menace. 

Dr. Leon A. Oreent>erg, of the 
Yale university clinic on alcoholism, 
told an interested group «t betl«r 
than 100 men and women that the 
drinking driver clearly was one ot 
the mnjor causes contributing lo the 
high automobile accident rate. 

He said a public education pro- 
gram, pointing up the anaesthetic 
effect of alcohol on the drinker, waa 
needed to supplement laws aimed at 
discouraging drinking driven from 
taking the wheel on highways. 

'Great strides have been made in 
rehabilitating the chronic drinker, 
«aid Oeorge E. Belck of the Calif- 
ornia department ot education's 
bureau of vocational rehabilitation. 

He eald 3B per cent of the UDO 
alfwhollu Intarvlewtd by his office 
have been rehablUtated through 
Seychlatrle treatment, Job place - 
mente and counseling. 

Alcohol waa described ai *. wclal 
problem by Raymond Q. McCarthy, 
executive director ot the Yale 
clinic. 

"We cannot look on alcohollim 
purely as a medical, peychlatric or 
Individual problem."

It's Sfhari to'Be an Early Bird! 
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WORLD NEEDS LEADEHSHIP 
More than a lew able American observers 
Complain aadly from time to time about the 
dearth of good political leadership In _thls 
country. 

Even the most ardent backers of our prea- 
: ent leaders feel that weakness and Indecision 
and contusion play too great a role In 
affairs these critical days. They lament the 
lack of men who can not only act decisively, 
but explain their policies well so that the 

■ nation may understand where It la going 
and have faith that the course Is right. 

France has suffered a continuing crisis of 
: leadership almost since the end of World war 

■ n. Time after time, the delicacy ol French 
political alignments has been given as the 
excuse for not doing something that needed 
to be done. Of all those who have held ttn 
post of premier since 1945, only R«ne Plevea, 
now out of power, showed the forceful traits 
of a real leader. 

In Britain, whatever one may think of Its 
goals, the Labor iifarty for several years did 
Indeed provide a driving leadership. But to- 
day, i^^bare six years since Its ascent to pow- 
er, the^party Is running out of steam. The 
doughty Ernest Bevln Is dead. Sir Stafford 
Crlppa, acclaimed as an expert on finance, Is 
111 and In retirement. Prime Minister Clement 
AtUee Is still hanging grimly onto the reins, 
but growing steadily wearier. 

At least two U. 8. Journalists reporting on 
the British scene >flnd the government 
gripped by virtual paralysis. One said he be- 
lieves Attlee and his colleagues actually are 
■Ick of governing and would be glad to re- 
llnqulJth power to the Conservatives when 
and If It can be gracefully done. 

The fiery Aneurln Eevan. who some predict 
win one day be prime minister, has still not 
lost his zest. But his following among left- 
wing socialists Is not huge. There Is no sign 
of Ills being able to take command of the 
' Labor party and turn It his way. 

It seems fair to say the punch has gone out 
of British socialism. A lot was accomplished 
In the welfare field and in nationalization 
of Industry up noiv. But it has produced 
' no miracle oi, universal happiness and well- 
being:. Britain stlU Is heavily beset by ptxib- 
lems. Just like every other natlon. 

Throughout free Europe there Is a poverty 
of leadership, a shortage of men with the 
talent for governing. And even among those 
, who do come forward, few have the stomach 
for governing, In the tense atmosphere of 
perinanent crisis that' pervades the world 
todayl They quickly weary of the strain and 
wish to be free of the leader's tantalizing 
dilemmas. 

World war n killed off or exhausted much 
- of Europe's potentl^ieadershlp. What is left 
has little heart for the Job. The Russian 
threat, compelling heaVy rearmament, makes 
the burden seem mountainous and oppressive. 

In this dreary situation, the United States 
Is the one real hope. It Is still young, un- 
touched by the ravages of war, and optimis- 
tic. It haa a reservoir of leadership that un- 
fortunately Is not yet being drawn Into po- 
litical life as It ought. There is a need for 
able, courageous young- men to reach out for 
tlie reins. 

More than ever In our history we need to 
abow what we can do. Unless we can set an 
tzample of dear, forceful action, the tired. 
dlalUusloned men of Europe are not likely 
to recover their own capacity and zest for 
leadership.

ftderal highway authorities may read with 
profit the recent comment of an official of 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike commission. Fed- 
eral men like to assall the super-toll road as 
an extra tax burden, as damaging to a state's 
regular highway web.'as possibly hurtful to a 
itate's economic life, 

B^me facta in rebuttal: Since the Tum- 
pUu'nas been operating (13 years), Penn- 
sylvania has spent more money on Improve- 
ment of paraUel routes than the toll road 
Itself cost, and all these secondary highways 
are today carrying a, full traffic load. 

New Industries have been established along 
the Turnpike route as markets have been 
brought closer. By-passed towns and cities 
hav&not suffered. but have prospered more. 
AjAikU the road's profitable take from tolls 
has been provided by out-of-state vehicles. 
. Moat Pennsylvanlans don't use It at all, and 
thus don't pay extra' expense. 

One wonders how Jong the public roads 
administration will continue to regard such 
turnpikes as uneconomic and unwise.

In view ot the asilst- 
ance they could tumlsh us til a poulble conflict 
Under the Inspiration ot the antl-Amerlcan Peroti- 
litas, Argentina InllmaUs that she will "til out" the. 
next war even more stubbornly and sullenly than aha 
did World war II. 

Even Irlendly BrUll, Bolivia and Chile, whoH help- 
lul attitudes during tha recent conlUct tended to 
otttet Argentina's hoaUllty, are sending special mis- 
sions to WaiUlngton to voice their complaints against 
ua. With coftee approaching |1 » pound again, the 
-Brazilians are teaclul ot another congressional move 
to lorce the price down. 

A NGEV— Bolivia Is downright angry over 
manner In -which we have itnocked down the price 
of tin, which Is the basis ot her whole economy. Under 
pressure Irom capltol Ultl. the reconstrucUon tinancc 
corporation, which Is the sole United States buyer, 
has pressured the price down trom tl.63 to II. II, 
with hlQtalhat It may Insist on a smaller llgure, Chile 
worries over iMislble restriction on copper Imports, 
unless we get a more tavoroble price. 

Panama recently staged a bloody revoluUon on the 
doorstep ot the all-Important canal. Although we 
looked the other way In accord with our "good 
neighbor" policy ot non-interference, Washington 
cannot Coterate an unlrlsnaiy leglme in this jtlntegli 
area. 

OIL— Although communism Itself does not pose a 
serlDUB problem except In certain Carlbean islands and 
Central American countries, Moscow's success In 
muddying the oil pools ot Iran has led red agents to 
try to implicate this strategy In Veneruela. a major 
■ource ot Arnerlcan supply. An Iran-Venexuela doubt* 
play would force us to rely solely on our domestio 
production Instead oC conserving It. 

It la extremely doubtful that Venezuela car 
persuadedjio nationalize these properties. Like Iran, 
ahe ladSHHe laclllUcs and the know-how to operate 
them. ^ 

But It would be a red feather In the Kremlin's 
hat It It could Induce the government to demand 
an Increase In royalUes and taxes to ' the 7B per 
cent demanded of the British by Mohammed Uoi- 
sedagh. Iran's premier. 

Lucidly, American oil firms have dealt generously 
with Vcnuuela. Besides giving the government a 
SO-SO break In profits, they have spent mUllDQi for 
Improving the living standards ot the hattves. There 
la no comparison l>etween living conditions In tha 
South American country and Iran. 

REGIMEB— Btiangdy, oxir South American crisis 
cannot be blamed on Secretary Dean Achexon, unless 
It be thai he has beep too preoccupied with other 
problems to give It the attention it requires. He has 
tried to pursue that pattern of Cordull Hull's "good 
neighbor" policy, although It must be admitted that 
there were more fine words than deeds behind this 
well-intentioned program. 

Nevertheless, Acheson could make a single dlpto- 
mstlc move that might Improve our relations to the 
south, especially Argentina. He could abandon his stiff 
and ilubtom attitude toward Spain, aiul admit Madrid 
to the north Atlantic military alliance and the Mar- 
shall plan program, as our military experts counsel. 

It Is true that generalissimo Franco's syiicm of 
government does not contorm with our Ideaa ot a 
democratic society. But neither do those ot most 
South American regimes, which resemble the Spanish 
type of totalitarian rule more closely than they do 
our remade-ln-Mlisourl structure. 

REFORM— The recent rolllng-out ot tlie White 
House rug tor Jonathan Daniels has not helped to Im- 
prove President Truman's relations with key Demo- 
crata on capltol hill. Despite their personal altectlon 
ler the North .Carolina publisher and national com- 
mitteeman. It hurt. Here Is' the hacltground story: 
' Daniels, a former White House aide, recently wrote a 
magaslne article setting forth Mr. Truman's Ideas tor 
congressional reform. The President, said the author, 
thought that mtmbers of the house should be elected 
tor a four-year term, the flections to be held in years 
when a national ticket Is chosen. Mr. I^^an also 
advocated a maximum ot 13 years— two terms— tor 
senators. In this way he hoped to break down the 
seniority system that often brings poor or cantanker- 
out men to chairmanships. 

IWDOlt— Tils WWte House had to Ihrow down tha 
story, and explain that Daniels had misunderstood 
Mr. Truman. "ITie dodge tooled nobody, of course. Dan- 
lela is too good a reporter, and too good a Democrat,

THE WEDEMETIB TESTDIOKT 

General Wedemeyer haa expressed aome opinions at 
the MacArthur 'hearings which perhaps do him credit 
as a dashing toldler but which eeeca so contradictory 
and extreme as to be seU-deleatlng. Using the smutl to 
cut through the Oordlan knot ot our dUfteultles, ha 
not only supports Oeneral MacArthur't program lor 
bombing Manchuria and establishing a naval blockade 
ot China, at the calculated risk ot a thlnt World war: 
he goes even further and urges that we break off 
diplomatic relations with Soviet Russia and take the. 
Initiative In the political, economic, psychological and 
mlllUry fields to brhig It to terms. He muld do aU 
this under the aegis of the United Nations, In tha 
convlcUon that "clvUlied naUons" could not Tefus* 
to follow our lead. But II they did relujie ha would 
have us go It alone, even If this should wreck the 
United Nations." For' In his Judgment the present 
policy of IlmlUng the war to Korea can only lead to 
a costly stalemate, and a truce at the )sth parallel 
would be tantamount to a defeat which would make 
withdrawal rrom Korea A preferable alternative. 
The difficulty with such a program U that It dls- 
regards what General Wedemeyer caUt "a lot ot im- 
ponderables and Intangibles," which he admitted 
must be taken into consideration In devising strategy. 
TDese "Imponderables and Intangiblea" make It cer- 
tain at thumsent stage of world alfaln that any at- 
tempt on rrar part to put such a program into effect 
would split the Iree nattooi and present the Soviets 
with a political, victory and an almost imslttlble' in- 
cenUve Eo exploJC It by aeans at «U-otiC war, Such a 
war would sotfbnly lead to an Immediate Soviet con- 
quest of all Europe, which caimol as ytt be defended, 
but leave us to tight thm'war alone. 

The saving sxace ot Oeneral Wedemeyer's testimony 
Is that 'he hlmsell feels that, being away from tha 
center of planning and Information, he 4s not the most 
competent witness on global strategy. Par that reason 
he Is wllUng to accept the Judgmedt ol the Joint chiefs 
ot (tan, irbo4eel that wsmual tot-^buy time'-' beloia 
we can sotvt our problenu. He recommentli that their 
Judgment be heeded, and this Tcoommendatlon can be 
accepted ai pnideat counsel.— Mflw York Tunes,
